Washington, July 81.—Homer 8. 


Cummings, chairman ot the Demo- 
cratic national committee, discusied 
with President Wilson the political 
outlook for 1920 and the attitude of 
the country toward the peace treaty 
and the league of nations, describing 
his observations during his recent 
two months' trip through 14 western 
states. 


The conference lasted more than a 


half hour. Mr. Cummings refused to 
discuss the possibility of Mr. .Wilson's 
again leading his party in the 1920 
election and would not affirm or deny 
that this subject was broached dur- 
ing the conference. 


Chairman Cummings said he told 


the president the country TOS over* 
whelmlngly In favor of immediate 
ratification 
of the treaty and its 


league of nations covenant without 
change or reservation. As to the po- 
litical situation, Mr. Cummings was 
understood to have been emphatic- 
ally confident.
